FLYLESS SUMMER POSSIBLE 

Hope for Bald Headed People Held Out 
by Statfe Health Board. 

That summertime need not always be 
fly-time even beyond the pale of sewered 
districts is the hope-offering of Profes¬ 
sor William B. Herms to the health pro 
motors, bald-headed people and other in¬ 
dividuals who have good cause to despise 
the fly. 

Appropos of this subject Prof. Herms 
whose anti-mosquito and anti-fly cam¬ 
paigns have made him a prominent fig¬ 
ure on the coast, gives out the follow¬ 
ing statement: “The town that perma¬ 
nently abolishes all open toilets and other 
conditions of filth and moisture, such as 
decomposing refuse heaps, accretions in 
garbage barrels, etc., will become fly¬ 
less. House flies cannot come into ex¬ 
istence unless they have some such 
places in which to breed. They seldom 
travel more than one or tw T o blocks from 
their place of hatching. 

“According to reports received by the 
State Board of Health it has remained 
for Lakeport, a summer resort in Lake 
County, to lead the non-sewered tow'ns 
of the state in relieving its visitors and 
inhabitants of fly and odor evils by mak¬ 
ing the dry-earth toilet system universal 
and eumpulsory. Odors do not escape 
from properly operated dry-earth toilets, 
and flies cannot breed in them. The 
change of open-vault toilets to the dry- 
earth system is simple and inexpensive. 

The California State Board of Health 
bulletin for the month of March deals 
with the dry-earth. system of sewage 
disposal; in the May bulletin Professor 
Herms discusses methods of exterminat¬ 
ing flies. These bulletins will be mailed 
free to citizens of California on request 
to the Secretary State Board of Health, 
Sacramento, Cal.

WELL ROUNDED 

LIFE ENDED 

MRS. S. S. CASSAD LAID TO REST 

Venerable Resident of Sierra Madre Re¬ 
lieved from Suffering After an 
Eventful Life 

Mrs. S. S. Cassad passed aw'ay last 
Saturday morning at the ripe age of 
eighty-one years. Her passing marks 
the close of a worthy life, unusually 
full of good works and incidents of in¬ 
terest. 

Mrs. Cassad was born in St. Clair 
County, 111., where she lived till young 
w'omanhood. She was the daughter of 
Rev. John Dew, a pioneer Methodist 
minister, and the first president of Mc- 
Kendree college. She w r as reared in a 
Godly home and her life and her ow r n 
home always reflected her early train¬ 
ing, she having consecrated her life to 
her Master at a very early age. She 
was baptized in childhood by Rev. Peter 
Cartwright, the famous circuit rider. 

On April 15, 1847, she w’as married to 
Samuel S. Cassad, who survives her. 
Their married life w'as long and happy. 
Eight children w'ere born to them, six 
of whom live to mourn with their father. 
They are E. R. Cassad. Cheney, Kansas; 
Mrs. Mary Colton. Compton, Cal.; Mrs. 
Lucy Wilhoit, Sierra Madre; S. S. Cas¬ 
sad, Chino, Cal.; Mrs. Ada Crum, Cheney, 
Kans.; Harry L. Cassad, Moreland, Okla. 
In addition there are nineteen grandchil¬ 
dren and eight great-grandchildren. Up¬ 
on Mrs. Wilhoit devolved the care of 
the mother during her last years, and 
especially during the last months when 
paralysis made the burden a heavy one, 
lightened only because it was a labor 
of love. 

From Illinois, Mr. and Mrs. Cassad re¬ 
moved to Kansas, where they resided 
forty years. From there they came to 
California five years ago. They had re¬ 
sided in Sierra Madre three years, ven¬ 
erated by all who knew' them. 

The legacy left her children by this 
Godly mother is a rich one—the won¬ 
derful influence of a holy life. As was 
remarked at the funeral service, her 
presence was felt as a benediction in ev¬ 
ery community where she had lived. 

Funeral services were held at the fami¬ 
ly home on Tuesday, being in charge 
of Rev. C. A. Bunker of San Dimas, her 
last pastor before the illness which had 
rendered her an invalid. Brief and touch¬ 
ing remarks w'ere also made by Rev. 
McKendree Chamberlain, an old friend 
who was until recently head of the col¬ 
lege of which her father w’as the first 
president. Numerous beautiful floral 
tributes attested the esteem in which 
she was held. Burial was at the Sierra 
Madre cemetery. 

Mrs. W. S. Andrews entertained today 
in honor of Mrs. J. A. Osgood w'ho leaves 
next Monday for the east. About thirty 
guests were invited to partake of Mrs. 
Andrews’ hospitality. The affair was in 
the nature of a law r n party, the beau¬ 
tiful grounds being an ideal setting for 
such an occasion.

Ten years hence people will wonder how 
they ever tolerated the death dealing 
Fourth of July celebrations now preva¬ 
lent.

In spite of the high tariff on wood 
pulp there are a lot of free trade papers 
using enormous quantities of perfectly 
good white paper as a background for 
prize fight “dope'’ from the Johnson and 
Jeffries camps. 

We do not wish to discourage pros¬ 
pective subscribers nor to encourage dis¬ 
continuances, but here’s a friendly tip 
for the sake of the peace of mind of 
all concerned—Those who do not know’ 
how to take the News had better not. 

Groping in the darkness to find the 
right candidate to tie to, the underlings 
of the machine are wondering why the 
leaders do not throw some light on the 


situation. The reason is easy—there 
isn’t any. The dismal darkness in the 
machine camp is so thick it can be felt. 

Denver schools have a day set aside 
to be observed as “Denver Day,” when 
special instruction is given about the 
city and its interests. It would take 
more than a day to tell the school chil¬ 
dren all the things they should know 
about the advantages of Sierra Madre. 
Nevertheless the idea is a good one and 
could be used to advantage in the Sierra 
Madre school. 

The wave of consolidation enthusiasm 
which struck Pasadena, South Pasadena 
and Alhambra recently appears to have 
subsided even more rapidly than it arose. 
Considering it from opposite view points, 
the cities decided against the move for 
the same reason. Pasadena feared it 
would result in annexation to Los An¬ 
geles and the other two cities feared 
that it would not. 

Maybe the demand for a safe indepen¬ 
dence day comes from “mollycoddles, old 
maids and people who wear their nerves 
on the outside of their clothes.” But 
the demand is supported by plenty of 
red-blooded people whose nerves are as 
impregnable to the noise of a dyna¬ 
mite bomb to the most wild-eyed advo¬ 
cate of the present legalized deviltry of 
our great and glorious national birthday. 

The Ontario Record has been sued for 
libel to the extent of $160,000 by a real 
estate man in that town who thinks his 
reputation has been injured to that ex¬ 
tent. The Record in commenting on the 
matters says: “This amount ought to 
sooth and heal any wounded feelings 
which the plaintiff alleges to have re¬ 
ceived.

Sierra Madre is 
in a somewhat isolated position. The 
experience of the recently’ annexed por¬ 
tions of Los Angeles indicates that under 
the circumstances this district would 
not get much consideration from the 
central city’ government in case of an¬ 
nexation. For this reason it would seem 
that Sierra Madre could hardly afford to 
go into either city unless as a borough 
with a measure of autonomy which 
would allow the citizens of the district 
to retain control of their streets and 
some other matters of purely local con¬ 
cern wdiich could not be handled so well 
under a long-range government.
